Obv iou sly . Vietnam has entered a center-stage p osition as 
national tM)litics lending to Nov ember gets into high gear. As 
the debate and di.scu s.sion continu e, we are lik ely to become 
more and more confu sed becau se the p olitics of Vietnam is not 
loaded with the tru th 
Did the I .S. hav e a ehance to end the war in 1968 and early 
1969, a chance that was mu ffed by President Nix on? We rather 
dou bt it bu t it dep ends, v ery lik ely , on what y ou mean by “ end­ 
ing the war.*' 
.Nix on ('ou ld hav e ended the war the day he took ov er the 
White ilou sf'. as former President .Johnson cou ld hav e done at 
any time and as .Nix on cou ld now do any time he wanted. Bu t 
that k ind of ending wou ld inv olv e a total cap itu lation to the 
demands of Hanoi and that mak es it a different ball game. 
★ 
If we want to ov erthrow the established gov ernment in 
Saigon, p ay war indemnities and let the North hav e the Sou th, 
then we cou ld end the war tomorrow. And v ery lik ely , we cou ld 
hav e all U.S. p risonrs retu rned in a m atter of day s. 
Bu t v oters ou ght to u nderstand that there are v ariou s con­ 
ditions for ending the war. Then, they mu st decide not ju st if 
they want the war to end, bu t if they want it ended on Hanoi’s 
term s. Ou r own feeling is that a m ajority of v oters wou ld not 
want the war ended regardless of terms. 
It is a p ecu liar war in other resp ects, one in which p rominent 
p olitical figu res of this nation v isit the enemy ’s cam p and rep ort 
back on the ev ils p erp etrated by this nation. Bu t su ch is the 
strange natu re of this war that none of the old p rincip les of p ast 
wars is ap p licable. 
The enemy p lay s with U.S. internal p olitical affairs ju st 
as p rominently as it p lay s the war strategy in Vietnam. It ev en 
states that m ilitary asp ects of the conflict cannot be settled u ntil 
the p olitical situ ation can be settled at the sam e time. 
★ 
Not at least in recent tim es has a w ar inv olv ed both a 
p olitical and military settlement. The u su al p rocedu re has been 
that the winner in the war has simp ly dictated p olitical term s 
to the losers and m ilitary m atters hav e been settled on the field 


01 battle. 
Su ch a sy stem is not to be recommended bu t is p ointed ou t 
only to dem onstrate the u nu su al asp ects of this war. North 
Vieti.u nese sp ok esmen hav e said that Nix on, indeed, did lose 
a chance to end the war in 1969. 
Bu t what else wou ld y ou hav e ex p ected them to say ? Ac­ 
cording to the North, the U.S. is missing a chance to end the 
w ar with ev ery day that p asses. This is an obv iou s tru th in any 
war. Any war can be ended at any tim e whenev er one side 
decides to q u it fighting and p ack s its gear and goes home. 
That may be the way a lot of p eop le wou ld settle a w ar bu t 
It is not the way cou ntries settle wars. It m ay or m ay not be 
the way Americans wou ld settle Vietnam bu t it p robably is the 
way .McGov ern wou ld settle it if he is elected to the p residency . 


★ 
Giv en the strange asp ects of Vietnam, y ou hav e to wonder 
ju st how big an issu e it will be in the coming p re-election week s. 
The p oliticians may m ak e it a big issu e bu t will they actu ally 
sway many v otes with it? 
Ou r own feeling is that McGov ern will lose abou t as m any 
v otes as he gains with his p osition on Vietnam. Ou r fu rther 
feeling is that the Nov ember ou tcome will be determ ined far 
more on other foreign p olicy m atters and domestic issu es. 
And ev en in those areas, the discu ssion will hav e difficu lty 
in getting down to sp ecifics. The economic v ote will not be 
determined by gov ernmental statistics on the gross national 
p rodu ct, u nemp loy ment, inflation, etc., bu t on the feelings of 
the indiv idu al. 
It is already clear that Nix on will ru n on his record and 
that means a choice between things as they now are and as 
they might be with su bstantial change. It wou ld tak e m ajor 
dev elop ments on any of sev eral fronts for the situ ation to change 
mu ch p olitically .

Drug Ne ws Grim 


The somber conclu sion drawn from the 
stu dy on world-wide dnig traffic released this 
week is that civ ilized society has a long, long 
way to go in shu tting off the sou rces of illicit 
op iu m and its deriv itiv es. Indeed, the stu dy 
su ggests that it may be imp ossible to m ak e 
any significant dent at all in the su p p ly of 
heroin av ailable to the international m ark et 
in the fu tu re. 
Increased enforcement efforts on the p art 
of the United States and other cou ntries hav e 
led to mou nting seizu res of illegal dru gs, bu t 
“ the rising lev el of seizu res still rep resents 
a small fraction of the illicit flow,” the rep ort 
conclu ded. 
International enforcement efforts are being 
fru strated for a nu m ber of reasons according 
to the su rv ey . Among them, the fact that there 
are “ widely v ary ing naitonal attitu des toward 
the dru g p roblem .” Dru g addiction in many 
cou ntries is something that has been liv ed with 
for centu ries. Efforts to control the growing 
of op iu m p op p y — the sou rce of heroin — 
has been ham p ered becau se in m any of the 
p rodu cing cou ntries, growing of the p op p y 
p lant as a cash crop has been an economic 


way of life and farm ers are loath to change. 
The m ajor factors contribu ting to the con­ 
tinu ing flow of heroin are the most obv iou s 
— dem and and money . Dru g traffick ers will 
go to any end to deliv er the goods becau se 
of the inflated v alu e of heroin cau sed mainly 
by its illegality . The rew ards are worth the 
risk to the smu ggler. 
Cou ntries with seriou s heroin p roblems, 
su ch as the U.S., face few alternativ es. They 
can engage in a coordinated crash p rogram 
aimed at wip ing ou t the su p p ly of heroin 
at the sou rce — lev eling the p op p y fields, 
as it were — bu t that wou ld be an im m ense, 
long-term u ndertak ing and the p roblem m ay 
not be worth the ex p enditu re of resou rces 
req u ired. And a dru g p roblem wou ld still 
rem ain. 
They can m ak e it tou gher on the 
dru g traffick ers they do catch. Or they can 
treat dru gs as they do alcohol. If banishing 
the raw m aterials of dru gs from the face 
of the earth is imp ossible, as it is with alcohol, 
the last resort is treating the v ictim. It is 
an u nhap p y fact of life that there will alway s 
be dru nk s and dru g addicts. T hat is, there 
will 
be u nless 
that state of harm ony 
is 
achiev ed that so far has elu ded u s.

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Satellite Pictures 
Show Resources

University of Nebraska-Lin- 
coln officials got their first 
look Friday at the kind of 
satellite photographs they hope 
will 
help them learn more 
about the state’s n a t u r a l 
resources. 
The color 
photo, 
showing 
most of central Nebraska, was 
taken July 28 by ERTS (earth 
resources technology satellite) 
at an altitude of 569 statute 
miles. 
Three co lo rs—g reen, red a nd 
Infra red — were co mbined to 
ma ke the pho to , which will 
help UNL resea rchers pick o ut 
hea lthy cro ps a nd ra ng e la nd, 
a g ricultura l irrig a tio n impa ct 
a nd o ther ma tters reco rded by 
the spa cecra ft’s “ 
r e m o t e 
sensing ” ca pa bility . 
The satellite was launched 
late in July as the first of 
its kind. It circles the globe 
in 
polar 
orbit 
every 
10.3 
minutes, photographing all of 
Nebraska each 18 days. 
Dr. James V. Drew, on hand 
to accept the photo from First 
District Congre.ssman Charles 
Thone, 
said university staff 
members have been working 
since 
May 
to 
develop 
pro­ 
cedures 
to 
utilize 
the 
pic­ 
tures. 
UNL has a $100,000 grant 
from the National Aeronautics 
and 
S p a c e 
Administration 
(NASA) to develop applications 
for 
“ remote 
sensing” 
in 
resource management. 


Another $51,000 NASA grant 
will be used to develop pro­ 
cedures to map and manage 
soil and range conditions in 
the Sand Hills.

Because the project’s value 
will be in seasonal study of 
natural resources phenomena.

After the system is refined, 
he said, the university should 
get pictures within a week 
after they are taken by the 
satellite.

'Phc kids who are working 
in the NU labs started the

anim als. 
By the end of the summ er, 
the kids were actually doing 
the data collection and other 
work that is normally handled 
by college students majoring 
in the animal science field.

NCAA SAYS NO TV NOR POST-SEASON PLAY- 


Ka ns a s Sla ppe d W ith Proba tion 


Boston ¡.Ti — The University of Kansas, Duke University 
and Eastern Michigan were reprimanded and censured and 
placed on probation for one year by the National Collegiate 
Atliletic Association Friday for various rule violations. 
In addition, the NCAA policymaking council lifted the in­ 
definite probation imposed in August, 1971, against the Univer­ 
sity of California and ordered a one-year probation, retroactive 
to last Feb. 1. 
Kansas, which was censured by its Big Eight Conference 
in October, 1970. drew the stiffest penalties at the conclusion 
of the week-long NCAA meetings. 
The NCAA ordered that the Kansas football, basketball 
and track teams be barred from post-season competition for 
tiie one-year probationary period. 
The football team also was ruled ineligible to participate 
in any NCAA-controlled television program. 
Ti*e most serious charges against Kansas included one 
that a former assistant football coach erroneously certified 
two players as eligible under the NCAA’s minimum 1.6 
acaucmic rule “ on the basis of fraudulent high school 
ranks. ’ 
Other violations included infractions in recruiting, financial 
aid and ethical conduct. 
In Lawrence, Kan., Dr. E. Laurence Chalmers Jr., presi­ 
dent of the University of Kansas, said he was surprised 
at the severity of the penalty inflicted upon it. 
“ I w'as gratified that a full-blown NCAA investigation 
uncovered so little to find fault with,” he said. ‘T was 
therefore quite surprised at the penalty, particularly since 
a considerable part of the ground has been gone over before 
by the Big Eight Conference.” 
Dr. Chalmers said the more serious findings of misconduct 
involved staff members who have long since left the university. 


He said Wade Stinson, the university’s director of athletics, 
and his staff have provided one of the finest athletic programs 
in the country. 
“ It is always to be regretted that the misconduct of 
a few can deprive so many of the opportunity to compete 
at ihe highest level of intercollegiate competition,” Chalmers 
said. “ I am not moved to say ‘Kansas will be back,’ but 
I am moved to say 
‘Kansas will continue to be up 
there.’ ” 
The Big Eight Conference put Kansas on probation for 
two years in October of 1970 for recruiting violations but 
did not rule it out of post season competition. 
The Big Eight stipulated that Dick Tomey, an assistant 
ioolbali coach under F^epper Rodgers and now with Rodgers 
at UCLA, was to have no more contact with recruits. It 
also censured John Novotny, an assistant director of athletics, 
for not taking action when he discovered that something 
probably was wrong with the high school academic rankings 
of two recruits. 
They were Curtis Thompson, a football player, and Michael 
Natnan Bossard, a basketball player. Both were recruited 
from .McKinley High School in Washington, D.C. The Big 
Eight also found that Thompson and Bossard were given 
illegal financial aid. 
Thompson was hurt so much of his freshman year t h a t 
he did not get into any football games. Bossard played on 
the freshman basketball team, and all games in which he 
participated were forfeited. 
By the time the Big Eight imposed its penalty, Thompson 
had transferred to the University of Wisconsin. Tomey said 
Thompson knew nothing about what happened to his class 
ranking. 
Bossard also was gone, having flunked out. 
I
